Man and one inch from each "pale 
face" who may contribute. 

The movement to erect this gi- 
gantic memorial to the Indian at 
the entrance of the Nation, originat- 
ed with Mr. Rodman Wanamaker. 
of Philadelphia, who, for years, has 
been u close student of the Indian on 
his native ground. The bill pro- 
viding for the same was introduced 
bv Hon. Joseph A. C.oulden, of New 
York, at the past session of Con- 
gress, and has been favorably re- 
ported from the Committee on 
Library, to which it was referred A 
similar bill was introduced at the 
same time in the Senate »>y Senator 
Depew. It is expected that the bill 
will become a law at the coming 
session, when work on the monu- 
ment will begin at once.
